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FREIGHT TRAIN WRECKED. 

A Brakesman Killed, Track 
Torn Up and Trains De- 
layed. 

The early morning freight train 
which passes through here over 
the L. & N. railroad was wrecked 
Tuesday morning, n«ar Yarnallton 
Station, and a brakesman by the 
name of Adam Groehr was 
killed. The accident was caused 
,by an axle of one of the cars 
breaking, which resulted in the 
track being torn up for a consider- 
able distance and two cars being 
smashed to pieces. Groehr was 
on top of one of the cars and wa s 
so badly injured that he died in 
twenty minutes. Passengers on 
the morning trains had to be trans- 
ferred at the wreck, but by the 
middle of the afternoon the track 
was cleared and trains were run- 
ning through again. The brakes- 
man who was killed was a married 
man and lived in Louisville. He 
leaves a widow and one child. 

The Kentucky Conference.

These are all eloquent 
preachers and will be heard during 
the session of the Conference. 

It is customary in cities where 
the Conference is held for mem- 
bers of the other churches to kind- 
ly assist in entertaining the large 
delegation.

This promises to be a session of 
unusual interest. It being Bishop 
Duncan's first visit to the Ken- 
tucky Conference, his coming is 
looked forward to with more than 
ordinary pleasure.

All the ser- 
vices will be public and a delight- 
ful occasion is anticipated. 

This .will terminate Mr. Hen- 
derson's work as pastor in this 
city by virtue of the four years, 
limit. It will be gratifying to him 
to have the close of his pastorate 
crowned with a royal entertain- 
ment of the Conference, so he 
calls upon the Christian people of 
Frankfont to support him in ex- 
tending the proverbial Kentucky 
hospitality to the distinguished 
body.

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Council Proceedings. 

Regular Meeting, June 26, 1894, 
All the members of the council 
were present except Councilmen 
Miles, fortune, Sower and Wil- 
liams. 

The minutes of the last meeting 
were read and approved. 

Mr. L. B. Weisenberg presented 
a petition asking permission to re- 
build his shop, recently burned on 
East Main street near the arsenal. 
Some of the adjoining property 
owners objected to his building 
and the petition was referred to 
street committee. 

J. F. Daily's petition for a re- 
bate of $50 on his coffee-house 
license on account of interference 
of his trade by the building of the 
new bridge was laid on the table. 

A remonstrance with a long list 
of names attached was presented, 
protesting against the Council giv- 
ing the Street Railway Company 
the right to haul freight over its 
lines in South Frankfort. 

On motion of Councilman Pruett 
the petition was noted and filed. 

The question as to whether Mr. 
. John L. Scott shall pay taxes on 
his property was referred to finance 
committee. It is probable that the 
city and Mr. Scott will submit an 
agreed case to Judge Cantrill on 
the question. 

The ordinance giving the Street 
Railway freight privileges was then 
taken up and Mr. Utterback 
moved to strike out that part 
of the ordinance giving the com- 
pany the right to haul freight to 
and from all manufacturing estab- 
lishments on any street or alley. His 
motion was lost by a vote of 6 to 2. 
The ordinance was then passed. 
Messrs. Haly and Utterback voting 
against it. 

The ordinance requiring Dan 
Meagher, Sr., and V. Kaltenbruu 
to raise the gutter in front of their 
property on St. Clair street was 
passed. 

The ordinance providing for the 
construction of a catch-basin on 
Shelby street, not to exceed $30 
in cost, was passed. 

The ordinance to widen Second 
street, in South Frankfort, from 
Fincel block to city school and 
build a wall next to river, was 
passed. 

Ordinance providing for a retain- 
ing wall to be built from Williams 
corner to Burns' shop on Upper 
Main street, was adopted. 

Ordinances of the following 
titles were passed : 

To prevent fast driving on the 
streets. . 

To prohibit the carrying of con- 
cealed weapons. 



To prevent the sale of cigaretts 
to any person under 18 years of 
age. 

To prevent the interruption of 
church worship or schools. 

To fix a penalty for shooting 
at or wounding any person. 

To fix a penalty for petty lar- 
ceny. 

To fix a penalty for defacing or 
injuring any public property. 

To prevent cruelty to animals. 

To prevent the discharge of fire 
arms in Frankfort, and prevent the 
discharge of fireworks of any kind 
except on July 4th and Christmas. 

To better secure good order in 
the city. 

To prohibit gaming. 

To establish a Board of Health 
for the city, and authorize said 
board to inspect all food sold. 

Mr. Marshall presented an ordi- 
nance providing . for widening 
Bridge street, In South Frankfort, 
and for condemnation of the nec- 
essary ground therefor, but it was 
referred back'to finance committee. 

Councilman Williams, whocame 
in late, had his name recorded in 
favor of street railway ordinance. 

The council then adjourned.

A BIG BLAZE. 



WILLIAMS' LIVERY STABLE 
BURNED TOG ETHER 
WITH ALL HIS 
VEHICLES. 

But the Horsrs Saved From the 
» Flames. 

About ten o'clock Thursday 
night an alarm was sent in from 
box No. 12, and looking in the 
direction of the location of the 
box the livery stable of Mr. H, 
R. Williams, on Second street, 
was seen to be on fire. The fire 
department" was soon on the 
ground and seeing that the whole 
business block on the corner of 
Second and Bridge streets wai 
liable to be destroyed, a second 
alarm was sounded. The fire was 
burning furiously in the north end 
of the stable, against which 
the rear ends of the drug store of 
Messrs. I.eCompte & Co. and the 
grocery of Mr. N. F. Richardson 
abutted, but both hui'dinrs being 
protected by high firewalls were not 
in danger, s«> the attention <>f the 
fire boys was ^iven to c«>i fining 
the fire to the stable at d saving 
the grocery of Mr Williams, the 
drug store of Mr. P H. Carpen- 
ter and the co'n'cctioneiy of Mr. 
John Klcbir, all of which were in 
great danger. Tli. ) iradt a noble 
tight and not only kept the (lames 
»n the stable but saved a good 
portion of it. Af one tim . flames 
were rolling out the side windows 
of the stable thirty feet high and 
only about ten feet awa*', ill the 
second story of Mr. Williams' gro- 
cery there was a large tank of coal 
oil with only the glass of a win- 
dow between it and the fire. 
Had the flames or a spark gotten 
into that window the whole block 
would have gone, but well di- 
rected streams of water from the 
roof of the grocery and the shed 
in front of the stable averted the 
danger. 

The fire was a hot one, but the 
numerous streams of water turned 
on it soon had it under control, 
and the danger was all passed in 
less than an hour. 

When the stable was discover- 
ed to be, on fire willing hands 
rushed in and saved all the 
horses — and the place was full of 
them, as many country people 
who went on the excursion to 
Cincinnati had put up their horses 
there in the morning and did 
not return until after the fire 
was over. Only two of the aci 
mals were injured, one belonging 
to Mr. John Sanders, of the 
Bridgeport neighborhood, had the 
skin burned off his back, and one 
belonging to Mr. W. H. Mastin 
was burned about the hind legs. 
The vehicles belonging to Mr. 
Williams were kept in the second 
story of the stable and were all de- 
stroyed except two buggies and a 
surry. Mr. Williams' loss is 
about $6,000, with $1,500 insur- 



ance on stock and $2,500 on the 
building. 

The fire was occasioned by the 
explosi' n of a lantern an employe 
had taken into the second story 
on going there to get out a vehi- 
cle. 

SPAKK9. 

Mr. John Will Johnson, who 
clerks for Mr. Williams, was one 
of the hardest workers at the 
fire and received two hard falls- 
one in the stable, where he went 
and saved the last two remaining 
horses— and the other on the roof 
of the grocery. 

In order to rtach the rool of 
the grocery when Fire Chief 
Griffin called for men to come up 
and help with the hose Plugman 
Ed Taylor climbed an iron post 
supporting the wooden awning 
over the side entrance to the 
building, and from the roof of the 
awning shinned it up a line of 
hose to the top of the building. 
If necessary after he got up there, 
he would have slid down the 
stream of water pouring from the 
nozzle. 

In their anxiety to save the 
property of Mr. Phil. Carpenter, 
the druggist, from the flamef, 
some of his friends rushed in, 
tore down his desk and rolled his 
fire proof safe, in which his books 
and valuable papers were securely 
locked, out on the sidewalk, while 
expensive and perishable goods 
were left on the shelves. 

Mr. Tom Crutcher was as- 
sisting in getting horses out of the 
stable and after one had been cut 
loose from the stall he struck it 
with a whip, when the animal 
lashed out with its heels, striking 
him in the side and knocking him 
sense4ess. He was taken out into 
air and revived after water was 
thrown in his face.
